The  Child  Welfare  Association  with  which  is  associated  the 
Nursing  Association  has  again  carried  out  its  important  work  in  o.n 
efficient  and  progressive  manner,  additional  duties  having  boon 
undertaken  suoh  as  the  Government  Scheme  in  connection  with  the 
distribution  of  Vitamins,  etc. 

The  numbers  attending  the  clinic  have  not  only  bee  n  maintained, 
but  increased.  The  importance  of  Diphtheria  Prophylaxis  has  continued  to 
bo  brought  to  the  notice  of  parents  and  tho  immunisation  of  the  children 
being  undor  tho  immediate  direction  of  tho  County  Council,  sessions  for 
carrying  out  the  same  havo  again  been  arranged  by  the  County  Medical  Officer 

Tho  nurses,  throe  in  number,  have  by  their  good  vrork  demonstrated 
their  capabilities,  efficiency  and  devotion  to  duty, 

MILK. 

The  importance  of  a  clean  milk  supply  has  continually  boon 
stressed  and  special  inspection  of  dairies,  cowshods  and  herds  within  tho 
Urban  District  havo  been  made, 

MATTERS  ARISING  FROM  THE  WAR. 

The  Grange  Sick  Bay  primarily  for  minor  illnesses  in  evacuated 
children  (roport  attached)  has  again  provod  to  be  a  groat  asset  to  tho 
distriot.  Tho  number  of  admissions,  particularly  scabies,  havo  decreased 
during  the  year^  the  which  I  consider  is  in  no  small  measure  due  to  the 
caro  and  attention  the  o vacuoes '  ha ve  received  in  Street  vdth  tho 
resulting  improvemont  in  health. 

Tho  policy  of  admitting  cases  from  any  local  authority  in  the 
County  has  been  continued  and  much  appreciated. 

The  hostels,  throe  in  number,  havo  fulfilled  a  need' and 
contributed  to  the  efficient  working  of  the  Evacuation  Scheme. 

In  conclusion,  you  will  no  to  that  in  a  year  of  strain  and  stress 
the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  compared  with  last  j/oar,  ha. s  again  bcon^moro 
than  halved,  is  loss  than  half  the  rate  far  England  and  Walos j  and  the 
Distriot  Death  Rato  continues  to  bo  below  tho  Rate  for  Englano.  and  Wales#

PREAMBLE .

You  will  remember  that  the  Sick-bay  was  originally  set  up  by 
the  Street  Urban  District  Council  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  in  1940  for  the  admission  and  treatment  of  minor  ailments 
amongst  the  evacuated  children  primarily  in  Street  and  also 
Glastonbuiy.,  and  once  again  the  great  majority  of  patients  have  been 
admitted  from  Street.  The  original  number  of  bods  was  twelve  and 
the  number  mas  then  increased  to  thirty-f ivo  bods  and  three  cots. 

In  addition  sanction  was  given  for  the  admission  of  suitable  non- 
evacuee'  children*

Suitablo  casos  have  continued  to'  be  admitted  from  other  Local 
Authorities  including  a  small  number  of  non-evacuees. 

PROCEDURE  OF  ADMISSION.

Tho  procedure  recommended  is  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
(or  other  medical  man  with  his  knowledge  and  approval)  to  contact  mo 
as  Medical  Superintendent  (or  in  my  absence  my  deputy)  and  providing 
the  caso  for  admission  has  boon  scon  by  a  medical  man,  is  suitablo  fo 
admission,  and  there  is  a  bod,  the  case  is  admitted  preferably 
between  the  hours  of  9  and  12  in  the  morning,  and  1  and  4  in  the 
af  ternoon  -  erne  rgonoi  os  of  cours q  being  at  all  times  excepted.  Tile 
importance  of  this  procedure -he’s  b^en  vindicated  .in  that  no  case  of 
Infectious  Disease  has  been  inadvertent ly  a dmitto d  during  tho  j^ear*, 
and  in  tho  case  of  non-ovacuee  children,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  is  made  cognisant  of  the  fact  that  his  Local  Authority  is 
re  sp  o ns  i  b le  f o r  tho  foe  s .

REMARKS .  p  . 

The  number  of  admissions  has  been  loss  than  List  year  ahd  in 
connection  with  this  one  must  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that 
many  evacuees  have  returned  homo,  the  core  and  attention  -which  the 
remaining  evacuees  have  had  host  owed  upon  them  with  the  resulting 
improvement  in  health  and  diminution  in  scabies,  and  that  a  numbor 
of  new  sick  bays  have  been  opened  up  in  the  County. 


During  quiet  poiiods  nursing  personnel  have  been  lent  to  other 
sick  bays  which  hr. vo  required  nursing  assistance  owing  to  thQ  illness 
of  their  staff,  and  this  must  bo  regarded  os  an  important  - 
contribution  during  the  short ege  of  nurses. 

The  Matron  has  had  a  similar  experience  to  other  like 
institutions  in  the  difficulties  which  have  arisen  from  time  to  time 
with  the  domestic  staffing 'of  the 'sick  bay,  the  which  lias  put  an 
added  strain  on  the  nursing  staff.  ,■  :
